HEN D EVE, French - Spanish 
Frontier, May 22.—Loyalist troops 
under the command of General Jose 
Miaja today strengthened defense 
position in the triangle between 
Teruel, Sagunto and the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. 

The Government air force was 
active, despite the snow and rain 
which made the going hard for 
motorized and mechanized forces. 

The fascists claimed to have es- 
tablished control over the entire 
Teruel-Sagunto road by taking the 
town of Ares del Maestre, east of 
Escriche, but no confirmation could 
be obtained from neutral sources. 

CREEPING ADVANCE 

The Franco armies were making 
only a creeping advance at the cost 
of large expenditures of material 
and men in their offensive to gain 
a foothold on the Sagunto-Valencia 
coastal plain, 

Fascist officers admitted that they 
had little possibility of any break- 
through towards Valencia, with the 
Government troops opposing them 
far better ‘organized than during 
the push towards Castellon de la 
Plana and Valencia down the sea- 
coast a month ago.

GIBRALTAR, May 22.—General 
Juan Yague, Spanish rebel leader 
jailed by General Francisco Franco 
for attacking German and Italian 
troops in Spain as “beasts of prey,” 
“committed suicide” in his cell, a

Gen Yague, in a speech to sol- 
diers in a Burgos theater, praised 
the Loyalist troops because they 
‘were courageous in the defense of 


Spain. 
He said that it was a ridicutgus 


lie to call the Government army a 
“rabble,” because it was able to put 
up a stiff battle against great odds. 


PLACED UNDER ARREST 
Yague flayed the German and 
Italian troops of intervention for 
assuming the attitude of conquer- 
ors on Spanish territory. 
Yague, who was in command of 


the fascist troops during the cap- 


ture of Lerida in the recent Aragon 
campaign, was placed under arrest 
soon afterwards. 

Word of Yague’s arrest and prob- 
able execution at the hands of 
Italian jailers first reached Bar- 
celona last week, where it was made 
public. 


DISCORD IN RANKS 


This clash between Franco, as the 
spokesman for the German-Italian 
invaders, and the general more 
closely linked to the membership of 
the fascist party, capped months of 
mounting dissatisfaction among the 
Spanish troops under Gen. Franco 
against the Hitler-Mussolini in- 
vasion of Spain.

He asked them to rebel on May 12, which date was 
changed later to May 16, but a majority of the peasants re- 
fused to take up arms against the Government. 1 


PRISONERS FREE D 


All the prisoners were released with instructions to re- 
turn to their comrades and explain that the Government was 
aiding the peasants. 


General Antonio Guerrero reported yesterday that his 
troops had slain the commander of a rebel detachment which 
attempted to dynamite the railway to Monterrey. . 

A band of Cedillistas headed by Meliton Rodriguez was 
seen planting a dynamite bomb at Manuel station, after 
whieh it proeeeded along the railroad towards Monterrey. 
The bomb was removed before it exploded. 

Two platoons of the 34th Battalion set off in chase and 
engaged the rebels in battle a mile and a half to the south 
at Rincon. Hondo. 

ARMS CAPTURED 


The rest of the band surrendered after their commander, 
Rodriguez, was killed. Four big boxes of ammunition and 
arms, three boxes of dynamite bombs, caps, a portable radio 
station and other material were captured. 


The prisoners said they were on their way to blow up 
the Altamira bridge at Kilometer 26. 


Fifty men of the 35th Regiment were ambushed by 
Cedillista rebels while out forraging yesterday, but they dis- 
persed the enemy after reinforcements came up. 

. Other Federal detachments are continuing pursuit of 
Cedillo bands, and all means of communication are under 


The Senate, by unanimous resolution Saturday morn- 
ing, called for confiscation of Cedillo’s property and that of 
his accomplices to pay the oil debt. 


SENATE BACKS CARDENAS 


The Senate expressed the fullest confidence in Cardenas 
and said it was ready, like the peasants and workers organ- 
izations, to fight in defense of the Government if necessary. 
The Defense Ministry declared that no more troops will 
be sent to San Luis Potosi, but the ‘railroad union said 
armored cars are now on their way there to be used to es- 
cort trains. 


Reports of Cedillo’s departure for the United States are 
completely unfounded, it was stated here. 

Contrary to other reports, the San Luis Potosi state 
authorities have not yet been deposed, having declared 
their loyalty to the Federal Government. 

Cedillo’s most intimate friends, overawed by the show 
of Government strength, are protesting their adherence to 
the Government. - Known Cedillistas are wiring protests to 
newspapers against being called that. ‘ 

The reactionary press, though vowing support of the 
Government, is still yelping about an alleged lack of proof 
of Cedillo’s subversive intentions. 

The openly fascist Hombre Libre runs a double streamer 
across its front page, “Creditable Proof of Cedillo’s Attitude 
Is Lacking.”

MILLION CHINESE 
LEFT HOMELESS

SHANGHAI, May 22.—One mil- 


‘lion Chinese civilians nave beer ieft 


shelterless and hungry by the Jap- 
anese invaders in the fertile valley 
of the Yangtze River, in Central 
China. 

In Shanghai alone there are 170,- 
000 refugees, 80 per cent of whom 
are women and children. 

The zone devastated by the Jap- 
anese troops includes virtually the 
entire territory of six provinces, 

Suiyuan, Chahar, Hopei, Shansi, 
Shantung and Kiangsu, and a third 
of the territory of Anwhei and Che- 
kiang provinces, with a total popu- 
lation of 149,000,000 people. 

The refugees in the Shanghal 
district are provided with provi- 
sions for only one month, the funds 
of the Red Cross having already 
been exhausted. 

Famine threatens even those who 
have remained on their farnis, for 
the ravaging Japanese troops de- 
stroyed seed set aside for sowing. 

The Japanese are also trying to 
wipe out the Chinese silk-worm 
growing industry, all mulberry trees 
being uprooted and burned. 

In many sections all food sup- 
plies and cattle are confiscated by 
the Japanese army.

St. and at 31 Audubon Ave. 

This is but a beginning, but it 
is an auspicious one which opens 
wide the door to other victories.

denis in Soviet Universities and 
Higher Educational Institutions: 


Your conference meets at a 
time when we can already say 
that the reorganization of the 
higher educational institutions 
has been completed, in the main. 

At present the educational in- 
stitutions already differ from 
those we had in the first years 
of Soviet power, and even from 
those of 10 years ago. 

When we take our higher edu- 
cation as a whole, our universities 
and higher educational institu- 
tions, technical as well as military, 
pedagogical as well as medical 
and others, we see that we have 
already organized them in such 
a way that they in the main al- 
ready meet the most important 
requirements of the Soviet state. 

he fate of higher educational 
institutions in the eapitalist states 
and in the Soviet Union, as in 
any other major social question, 
reflects the radical difference be- 
tween the development in the 
two worlds—the capitalist world 
and the socialist worid. 

In the countries of capitalism 
higher educational ‘institutions 
and universities are passing 
through a period of major crisis 


and decline. It is a different mat- 


ter in our country, the picture is 
reversed, a

Let us take the latest press 
data on the higher educational 
institutions and universities in 
the capitalist countries. We see 
the following picture in examin- 
ing the number of students in the 
universities and higher educa- 
tional institutions: France and 
Germany, each /4,000; Italy, 73,- 
000 students; Great Britain prop- 
er, 51,000. 


The number of students in 
the universities and higher edu- 
cational institutions of all the 


‘four so-called great powers’ of 


Europe, taken together, totals

How these events were reflected 
in our practical work can be 
judged by this reter 
to the work of industry in this 
year. During 1937, as a result of 
the exposure of Wretkifig, we had 
to make considerable cha 
among the leading forces in in- 
dustry. In the place of many peo- 
ple who boasted too much about 
their long experience but who in 
actudél fact were “Communists” 
and engineer-specialists who had 
degenerated politically and had 
become thoroughly involved in 
wrecking, in recent months we 
had to promote many new people, 
mainly from among the formerly 
obscure practical workers and 
young specialists. 

We can now judge the first. re- 
sults of this renewal of the lead- 
ing personnel in industry. As is 
known, the 1938 production pro- 
gram for industry was published 
on Nov. 30, 1937. This program 
called for a 15.3 per cent increase 
in industrial output this year as 
compared with last year. 


With the present scope of our 
industry, this increase of indus- 
trial production during a single 
year represents & trémendois fig- 
ure, not to mention the fact that 
it strikingly emphasizes the ad- 
vantages of the socialist system 
over the capitalist system, where 
once more a deep economic crisis 
is developing. 

Are our present leading forces 
in industry coping with the task 
set them? Let us compare the 
industrial output for January this 
year with January of last year. 
The comparison shows that this 
January we increased industrial 
output by 5.5 per cent cOmpared 
with January, 1937. We have ad- 
vanced, but the increase over last 


. year-was still comparatively small. 


February of this year shows a 
nine per cent increase of indus- 
trial output compared with Feb- 
ruary of last year. This consti- 
tutes a further step forward. 
Comparison of March this year 
with March, 1937, shows already 
a 12 per cent increase in indus- 
trial output. This shows suffi- 
ciently clearly the increasing 
tempo of the growth of industry. 
The April figures reveal a 15 per 
cent increase of industrial output 
compared with April of last year. 
(Stormy applause.) 


Such achievements were made 
possible by the fact that public 
consciousness and the ability to 
organize work is rapidly growing 
among the entire working class 
and the entire mass of the work- 
ing people of our country. The 
work of raising culture, develop- 
ing public education and creating 
cadres of ‘highly-skilled special- 
ists—work unprecedented in scope 
and significance—has been ac- 
complished in our country dur- 
ing recent years. 

Our country is no longer as it 
was during the first battles 
against the forces of foreign in- 
tervention in 1918-1920. And if 
even at that time our country, 
half ruimed by war, culturally 
backward, exhausted, was able to 
cope with a widely organized for- 
eign attack, then now, when the 
material and cultural level of the 
people has been considerably in- 
creased, when politically and mo- 
rally the peoples of the Soviet 
Union are united as never before 
under our Bolshevik banner, it is 
sufficient for the complete suc- 
cess of our cause that every citi-

„ Czechoslovakia will never be another 
Austria. : 

No matter what blood-curdling threats 
the Nazi war-inciters may make, no matter 
to what lengths the British Tories may 
go in their dirty, underhanded cooperation with 
Hitler, the tiny. Central European island of democ- 
racy will never permit itself to be torn apart or 
destroyed without a struggle that promises to prove 
ultimately fatal tor the attacker. 

With a calm resolution, ef- 
ficiency and discipline that has 
enraged but cautioned the 
Nazis and amazed and inspired 
the peace-loving world, the 
Czech people have mobilized 
their armed strength. Czech 
defensive might has already 
impressed on the Nazi general 
army staff the realization that 
in beginning a German armed 
attack, not the rapine of 
Czechoslovakia starts but a 
world war. 

Invaded, the Czech republic 
will be another Spain, retreat- 
ing but undefeatable. And if assured the support 
of the democratic peoples of the world Ozecho- 
slovakia can stave off attack and save the world 
from war, or if invaded, can strike the first blow 
that will inevitably prove fatal to fascism. 

Czech mobilization has contributed a comfort- 
ing pause to the rioting of the Nazis in the Sudeten 
areas. Before then, the Nazi leaders in Ozecho- 
slovakia acted as if they already ruled a state apart. 

Military mobilization of Sudeten Germnas puts 
them under orders of Prague and out of reach of 
the immediate porcine of Berlin. 


The gravest danger 1 Czechoslovakia today is 
not the German army but the British diplomatic 
corps in London and throughout Europe. 

With the Nazi war machine and plunder aims 
the Czechs are ready to cope. But without British 
Tory assistance Hitler would think many times be- 
fore ever dreaming of giving the order to march. 

When Hitler took the initiative in massing the 
German army for a goose-step offensive against 
Czechoslovakia the British Tories applied all their 
pressure. on Prague to capitulate and to refrain 
from any defensive measures. Premier Benes’ 
speech at Tabor, however, indicated that the Tory 
game was seen through as clearly as the intent of 
the German army. 

As much as Hitler, the Chamberlain cabinet de- 
sires an armed German invasion of Czechoslovakia 
but more than Hitler the Tories are in dread fear 
lest the Czechs defend their democracy. 

In fact, one London correspondent for an Amer- 
ican capitalist newspaper, transmiting the view of 
foreign secretary Viscount Halifax and the pro-Nazi 
Cliveden set, said that they hoped that “if Ger- 
many sets her tanks rolling she will do it so fast 
and Czech resistance will be so weak that Berlin 
will take over Prague as it took Vienna.in the 


matter of a day, presenting France with a fait n. 


compli.” 


Czech mobilization has made sure that history 


will not automatically repeat itself. France, whose 
reactionaries have given strength to the Tory ac- 
cessories of fascism, is showing signs of being fully 
aware that such a fait accompli would signify more 
than the end of Czechoslovakia. . Czechoslovakia, 
allowed to go the way of Austria, would be the 
threat of the end of France. 

The vigilance of the French people, which. has 
succeeded in lighting a fire of action under Dala- 


dier, has created the possibilities of forestalling the : 


Nazi schemes.

Collective action of the democratic powers of the 
world, without the slightest hint or threat of war, 
more than at any time since the advent of fascism, 
would have the power to stop Hitler in his tracks, 

In reality, the Nazis are playing a huge but un- 
precedentedly dangerous game of biuff. Everything 
counts on the action of the Nazis’ confederates, the 
British Tories, whether this bluff will be followed 
up by war. 

Poland and Hungary—particularly Poland—are 
watching London and Berlin. If the democratic 
forces, the overwhelming majority of the British 
people, gain the upper hand and collaborate with 
France and other peace-desiring nations; the Polish 
and Hungarian nationalists will gravitate, however 
reluctantly, away from Berlin. 

Fascist Italy is also, with British counselling, 
putting up a perilous bluff in behalf of Hitler. If 


that maneuvre is to be followed by military sup- 


port of Hitler’s invasion of Czechoslovakia, depends 
on the extent of the assistance given by the Tories 
to Berlin.

Whether the immediate tension subsides or in- 
tensifies the greatest danger to world peace will 
be threatened by the Nazis towards the close of 
this week, around May 29, when the voting takes 
place in the municipalities of the Sudeten areas. 


Hence the time for peace action in this crisis. 


is horrifyingly brief. 

The Roosevelt administration is closely observe 
ing the situation in Europe. Even Hearst's Inter- 
national News Service reported that this country 
will protest against any actual Nazi aggression 
against Czechoslovakie, if France and England do, 
and will absolutely refuse to recognize any territory 
seized by .the fascists. 

But the tragedy of the situation is that should 
the U. S. remain silent now when protests would 
be far more effective than poct mortem notes, col- 
lahoraling with the nations which want peace, Hit- 
ler could be prevented from marching. 

It is silence and inaction, not cooperation and 
protests, which encourage fascism. 2 

A presidential declaration NOW like the “ 


- antining-the-aggressor” speech of last October could 


win the overwhelming popular support of the Brit- 
ish people. This would wipe out the main immedi- 
ate danger, the decisive Tory collaboration with 
the war-instigating Nazi criminals.

Jack Johnson, Art Shield’s choice 
for tops in fistic’s hall of fame, 
hopes Barney Ross is in good health 
on the evening of May 26, when 
the welterweight champ swaps 
punches with little Henry Arm- 
strong. 

According to Johnson, Armstrong 
“is a lot like Joe Walcott. Walcott 
remains to this day one of the best 
men ever to lace on a glove, and 
will always be remembered as the 
giant killer who smacked over 
fighters outweighing him by as 
much as fifty pounds. 

“Walcott could hit from any 
angle. So can Armstrong.” John- 
son explains.
